‘The earolessness of 
the Chinese-alout fire, is one of the niust re- 
markuablo iHustrations of their suk wardacss os 
a rade. 1t.does not erixa from fatalism, - Fu- 
talism ‘is 2 folly of highly cultivated ‘minds. 
‘Tho Emperor Naronzow ia, or is‘euppased to 
be 2 fatalst, and Napozzow I. certainly. wis 
ong, but itis nonsense to: say.that 2 Chinese 


‘| coolio is-a-victiad to. the: eame_philesphical 
fallacies Which led them astray. . Thero-may 


ba a cortain ort of taught fatalism about the 
Chinese mind which way lend a tan after the 
ocotrrence of. any great misfortune or great 
succeas, to sttribute his: good or bad olance to 
@ pré-acrunged sobeme of dastiny, but ha-doos 
not .orgue out his fatalism to its logical resnita 
and deliberately adopt o policy of carelessnes 
‘hecause exertinn of cate can be of Ho use if all 
things arp pre-ordained. | The industry ‘of the 

eople disproves the notion that he does this, 
Tecan iflencse is inseparable from fetaligu aul 
ig the net remurkable trait in the Uehaviour 
‘of Matiowledon races which are really fatalis- 
tic. ‘Th esretessness of the Chinese and es- 
pecially, to dea) particularly with tha matter 
i6 land, bis carelessness about fire, ig the cara. 
Isssness of a‘hild, whose imaginative faculties 
are not equal to the task of picturing what 
might he the results -of his carelessness. Io 
any of the native: ehops in’ the. Westera 
part of the town, a European -may ‘see cun- 
dies denlt with in’ a. manner which will 
amaze him, In shops filled to the roof with 
bags of-riey or cotten, or goods. packed in 
wattiug, dry, dusty andim#ammable as tissue 
Pater he will scé:coolies working by tha light 
of Jitela morsels of red candle on athin sxew- 
er of bamboo stuck inta the bales or. bags 
thémgelves. Wo have seen them thusat work 
while-they were moving the bales about and 
bringing in others so- that the piles of goods 
where shaken as now packages ware throwa 
onto the-top and any momont the daviag mor- 
scl of candle might have ‘allen over and set 
the wholestack-in « blaze, capable of buing the 
origin of such onother fire aa that which touk 
placa-in the native town & month or two ago, 
or that which is‘now eaid to have burned dawn 
four miles’ of the native town at Yeddor 
Then again, if it is dark, and a Ohinaman 
wanta a light for a faw minutes: to-enable him 
to find anything, nothing seems more nstital 
to him than to taka up a wicp.-of paper, light 
it-end carry it buraing intu thé room he wishes 
fo enter: “Sometimes he ‘will carry a light 
ffom_-one end of a honed te the uther by-monna 
of a wisp of. paper. dipped in off which will 
‘burn-longer than a.dry-piece. .. Then it is no- 
torioud than in many of the native bougé 
large quantities of guopowder; crackers end so 
forth are stored, and the tittle practioss we 
have referred-to, together. no doubt with n 
dozen others.of which we know nothing, go 
on all the same, -Ayoin,-the-nitive town is 
butlt. in snch.a manner that fires- are pacaliar- 
ly lisble to. spread. and peculiarly diicult to 
manage when they are ones kindled.

Only’ one little 
thing may be done ‘by Europeans aad that is 
to insist with severity that their own native 
servants observe nortain “roles ahont candles, 
abstain fiom carrying’ them about or fastening 
thoi to'a heap of wood by means of a beinboo 
skewer, and sive np the use of paper: wisps. 
The native town: is too far gone’ uow #3 a 
Chinese built sity-for the Government to oars 
ry ont any precautionary regulations as to the 
way in whioh the houses ara srranged. Wh 
in the first iastanee, the early settlers were al- 
towed to pile the houses together in such hid- 
‘gous confusion, and-whon land was abundant 
to umke ustrow streets, a8 unheglthy in ardi- 
nary times ae they are dangerous in-the event 
of a conflagration. What thé Surveyors-Ge- 
neral of former days con have been ahowp, it 
ig imposible. now to imagine.

Souiething might be done when 
an opportanity like the Jate fire arises, we 
should uve imagined, and the- Surveyor-Ge- 
sorul wight surely try to make the prowth of 
the town, as new buildings come to bs erected, 
‘harmonize with some preconceived schame, but 
‘Hongkong is too confirmed in ita vioas for a 
thorough cure.
